elassified as (1) travel nec- 
essitated by course require- 

ments (field trips); (2) 
travel sponsored and paid 
for by student association funds 
(intercollegiate athletic trips); 
er (3) travel by officially rec- 
egnized clubs and organizations. 

It was also recommended that 
these three classes of travel be 
made “subject to the planning, 
eontrol, and supervision of each 
eollege. 

Also recommended was the 
use by state colleges of public 
transportation and college- 
owned vehicles. If such trans- 
portation is not available, or its 
use is not feasible, the use of 


private conveyances would be 
approved,
